WASHINGTON Iff) — President 


Eisenhower today vetoed the farm 
price support freeze bill, calling 
it "ill advised from the standpoint 
both of the nation and of our farm 
families." 


In a veto message to Congress, 


the President said: 


"With regard to government 


controls, what the farm economy 
needs is a thaw rather than a 
freeze.""- 


Eisenhower's election year ac- 


tion on the measure came despite 
appeals from a good many Repub- 
licans in Congress that he sign the 
controversial bill. 


f In announcing his veto, Eisen- 
hower said a five-point program 
should be undertaken to deal with 
farm problems. Some sections of 
that program, embodied in the 
President's agriculture message 
to Congress in January, call for 
legislation. 


"Ample authority already exists 


"lor others," Eisenhower said. 
. It takes a two-thirds majority of 
members voting in both the Sen- 
ate and the House to override a 
presidential veto. 


•The measure passed both the 


House and Senate by sizable ma- 
jorities, but the margins were far 
short of the two-thirds required to 
override. 
, Eisenhower said he had given 
earnest consideration to the argu- 
ments for and against the bill, 
-but'-that it is his judgment-that 
to approve the measure '"would 
be ill advised, from the stand- 
point of both the nation and our 
farm families as well." 
, The bill freezes farm price sup- 
ports at no less than 1957 levels 
for one year. 


The President said approval of 


the bill would have such conse- 
quences as these:

New Chemical Shots Safely 
Melt Dangerous Blood Clots

BUFFALO, N. Y. (5>)—Dan- 


gerous blood clots are safely 
melted away by shots of a new- 
lyfound chemical, scientists re- 
ported today. 


It has done a good job in dis- 


solving clots blocking blood ves- 
sels in the legs of 3555 patients. 


Next it will be tested against 


clots blocking arteries bringing 
blood to the heart muscle. Such 
blockage causes coronary at- 
"taftks. 
- This chemical is a normal 
'part of human and cow blood, 
and is known as Plasmin RPMI 
10. RPMI means Roswell Park 
Memorial Institute. 


It works against clots which 


are no more than five days old, 
DV. Julian Amorus told science 
writers on an American Cancer 
'Society visit to major cancer 
research center* It'a much lesa 


effective against old clots, or 
fails 
altogether 
to 
dissolve 


them. 


The new agent is different 


from another chemical recently 
reported in Boston as a pro;nis- 
ing anti-clot drug. That chemi- 
cal was derived from molds. 


RPMI 10 was found during 


tests of 50 plasmin prepara- 
tions. Radioactive blood clots 
were created in arteries of 
dogs and monkeys, then the 
drug 
was 
injected. 
Geiger 


counters measured how fast the 
radioactive clot disappeared. 


Heart 
attacks 
and 
brain 


strokes often come from block- 
age of arteiies by clots. The 
new agent might dissolve them 
quickly, to minimize the long- 
term damage, but it could not 
prevent the initial damage done 
when a _clot halts the blood 
flow. It might well prevent 
later and mor« serious or fatal 
cloti.

to the polls today for their second 
national election in nine months, 
and Prime Minister John Diefen- 
baker's Conservative party was 
generally picked to remain in 
power with the clear-cut majority 
it missed last June. 


Liberal Leader Lester B. Pear- 


son waged a strenuous campaign 
to regain the control of the House 
of Commons his party held for 22 
years — until the Conservatives 
squeaked ahead last year. But 
political experts said there was 
little chance the Liberals could 
overcome the odds they faced. 


Pearson, resting in Ottawa af- 


ter seven strenuous weeks of 
speechmaMng, insisted that the 
Liberals were going to win. 


In Canada, as in Britain, voters 


do not ballot directly for a prime 
minister but only for 3. member 
of Commons from their ow ndis- 
trict. The Prime Minister is the 
head of the party which wins a 
majority — or most of the 265 
seats in Parliament's lower house.

Gen. Ivan Serov was renamed 


to his old post as chairman of 
State Security, and_ Andrei Gro- 
myko reappointed foreign minis- 
ter. 


The supreme Soviet approved 


these nominations unanimously. 


Bulganin's new job is one be 


held many , y e a r s ago. When 
Khrushchev replaced him as pre- 
mier last Thursday there was 
much speculation Bulganin would 
be. given the more important posi- 
tion of a deputy premier. 


Khrushchev appointed as first 


deputy premiers Mikoyan and F. 
R. Kozlov, and four additional 
deputy premiers, Alexei N. Kosy- 
gin, Demitri F. Ustinov, and 
Josef Kuzmin from the old Bul- 
ganin Cabinet; and former econ- 
nomic plan member Alexander 
Zasyadko. 


Zasyadko was made minister of 


the coal industry in the Cabinet 
of Georgi Malenkov in March, 
1953, and was relieved of the job 
after Malenkov resigned as pre- 
mier. 


Khrushchev a n n o u n c e d no 


changes .in the heads of the 19 
government ministries. 


The appointment of Kozlov as a 


first deputy premier is new proof 
that the Leningrad Communist 
party-teader-rc-on'-tfie-way"- up? 


Kozlov won a seat in the 15- 


member Communist parry Presi- 
dium after last June's shakeup, 
and subsequently was appointed 
premier of the Russian Federa- 
tion. 


Khrushchev disposed of the ap- 


pointment of his new government 
in a matter of three or four min- 
utes, racing through the list of 
names without time for applause 
between them.

UNILATERAL DECISION IS 
MADE PUBLIC IN MOSCOW 
TO KHRUSHCHEV'S CABINET 


MOSCOW, (JP)—The Soviet Union announced today It is 


halting all hydrogen and atomic weapon tests but warned it will 
be free to resume them if the West does not follow suit. 


A resolution introduced in the Supreme Soviet—parliament— 


asked the Cabinet to take steps to halt the tests but set no date. 


'If other countries possessing hydrogen and atomic weapons 


continue their tests," the resolution said, "the Soviet government 
will be free to act in 'the same manner in the interests of the 
security of the Soviet Union." 


The long-expected announcement of the suspension was made 


to a joint session of Parliament by Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko. 


There was tremendous applause as he announced this decision 


of Premier Khrushchev's new Cabinet.

Quick Action of 
Vet Pilot Saves 
Airlines Plane 


. NEW YORK ffi — A veteran 
pilot threw his National Airlines 
plane into a sudden dive yester- 
day to avert a collision with a 
twin-engine plane coming directly 
at him. 


The quick action of Capt. Jack 


Guthrie, '37, was credited with 
probably saving the lives of 60 
persons. 


Guthrie told authorities he was 


approaching Idlewild Airport from 
Miami with 58 persons aboard 
when he saw the unidentified 
plane coming at him. 


The veteran of 14 years flying 


service put the DCS into a sud- 
den, 
baggage-jarring steep dive 


for about 100 feet. Some passen- 
gers were thrown out of their 
seats. Hand luggage fell from the 
racks. But no panic was reported. 


"I saw it just in time to get 


out of the way," Guthrie said 
later. . 


Eleven of .the 53 passengers — 


there were four crewmen in addi- 
tion to the captain — were treated 
for shock when the plane landed. 
None, however, were taken to a 
hospital

U. S. claims to having produced 
clean bombs relatively free of 
radioactive fallout.

to divert people from the main 
problem — a choice between 
peace and atomic war," he said. 


''They do the same as did for- 


mer President Truman, trying 
to justify the bombing of Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki. They are 
trying to make it seem that 
atom bombs are for the good of 
the people. But this conception 
is alien to the interests of 
peace and mankind. 


"The opponents of banning 


tests fear that this will bring 
an end to the production of nu- 
clear weapons. 
This- is the 


strong point of the test ban. 
If the tests ban turns out to be 
cold shower for the hotheads in 
NATO, then that alone is a good 
point."

Be Available Air 
Force Promises 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (£> — 


When moon rockets are available, 
the Air Force Missile Test Center 
will be prepared to launch them. 


That's the assurance from Maj. 


Gen. Donald N. Yates, test center 
commander. 


Yates said, in answer to a query 


that the testing range here is 
"ready to launch anything—with- 
in reason—that the missile manu- 
facturers send down to us." 


The Pentagon announced that 


the Air Force had' been ordered 
to undertake three moon survey 
vehicle projects, and the Army 
to try one or two. 


The Air Force will use this com- 


bination: a Thor missile for the 
first stage, the second stage of 
the Navy Vanguard rocket for 
the second stage, and a rocket as 
yet undeveloped for the third 
stage. 


The Army will use a Jupiter-C, 


modified somewhat from the four- 
stage rocket that launched Explor- 
ers I, II and III and that will be 
used to put up two or three more 
Explorer satellites. 


The u n m a n n e d 
vehicles, 


equipped with radio and record- 
ing instruments and, in some 
cases, a type of television or me- 
chanical ground scanning device, 
will seek to conduct exploration 
in the vicinity of the moon but 
may not land on the moon itself. 


Maj. 
Gen. John B. Medaris, 


commander of the Army Ballistic 
Missile Agency at Huntsville, Ala. 
said the United States now has 
rocket engines powerful enough to 
reach the moon. 


The first allocation to the sev- 


eral lunar projects will be eight 
million dollars.

SPRING BURNING NUISANCE 


The first dry windy day will bring forth many 


hours of lost time to county firemen and create 
a threat to forest lands if measures to avoid brush 
and field fires are not taken. 


Very simple precautions to avoid any such 


nuisance are as follows: 


1. Notify the Local Fire Company personnel 


of your intention to burn, or consult the 
Local Forest Fire Warden. 


2. Burn brush in small piles and watch it. 


Have \\ater, tools, and help on hand. Keep 
fire a\\ay from dry leaves or grass. Finish 
burning before 11:00 a. m. and start after 
4.00 p. m. Higher humidity and less wind 
in morning and late afternoon reduce fire 
danger. 


3. Grass and field burning is a wasteful prac- 


tice, eventually creating soil sterility but 
if desired take these precautions: 
a. burn early or late in day. 
b. Never burn in high wind and burn 


against wind. 


c. Always plow a double furrow around" 


are to be burned, especially between 
woodland and barn. 


d. Have enough help to control the fire at 


its largest size—1 man and tools for 
every 50 feet of fire. 


The Department of Forests & Waters is using 


plane detection on days of medium to high fire 
danger — any fires that are not properly con- 
trolled will be reported for preventative action. 


The desire of protection officials is to have 


this burning nuisance voluntarily stopped at its 
source — to avoid undue expense and abuse of 
equipment designed primarily to protect struc- 
tures, and reduce threat of fire damage to proper- 
ty and forests. 


RACKETS INVESTIGATION 


The report of the Senate rackets investigating 


committee was not in any sense an indictment 
of the entire U. S. labor movement. It assailed 
five unions for racketeering, financial finagling 
and other abuses, and called for new laws to 
prevent them in the future. 


Inescapably, any laws adopted to curb such 


abuses must have general application. Neither 
national nor state legislatures can pass public 
laws affecting only specific organizations or in- 
dividuals. 


Because of the resulting generalized tone of 


the report, it has been assailed as a "smear" of 
all organized labor by AFL-CIO President George 
Meany. And one committee member, Senator 
McNamara of Michigan, himself a veteran union 
official, chimed in on this score. 


To dismiss the report as mere sensationalism 


and publicity - seeking, as Meany does, seems 
nevertheless a shallow response to a subject he 
acknowledges is serious. 


Basically, it was the shocking series of trans- 


gressions by the Teamsters, the Bakers and other 
unions which made this story automatically sen- 
sational. 
The national federation headed by 


Meany recognized the gravity of these offenses by 
expelling some of these unions from its ranks 


Any seeming contempt for a report which 


among other things summarizes the five unions' 
glaring guilt is bound to sound like an apology 


- for wrongdoing. Honest oragnized labor cannot 


wisely put itself in that position.

U.S. Indonesia Neutrality 
Draws Fire From All Sides|j

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—Let trouble arise any place orTearlh 


TT these days—the United States will find itself slap dab in the 
middle of it. 
„• - 


That holds true particularly in the revolt now flaring in Sumatra, 


largest of the 3,000 islands m Indonesia, 8,000 miles from San 
Francisco in the South Pacific 


While pursuing an official "hands off" policy, the United States 


is caught on a three-cornered spot, with the outcome completely 
unclear. Occupying the three corners are the Indonesian govern- 
ment, the rebels who want to overthrow or at least reform it and 
the government of the Netherlands which formerly controlled 
Indonesia as a colony. 


By refusing to take sides and declining to do what any ol the 


principals want, the Um*ed States seems to have made them all 
sore. But what else is there to do? 


UNITED STATES COMPANIES—principally oil and rubber 


producers—have a 300 to 400 million-dollar investment in Indo- 
nesia. Trade with the U.S., including tin, spices and drugs, has 
been around 100 million dollars a year 


This isn't big in the U S. total. But it's a sixth of Indonesia's 


loreign commerce and important to the islands 


Indonesia is aiso important to the U S. from a strategic stand- 


point. 
The islands cover an expanse of ocean as large as .the 


United States. They lie right in the middle of Southeast Asia 
defense lines running from the Philippines, Vietnam, Thailand and 
Malaya to Australia and New Zealand. 


Let Indonesia suing into the Communist bloc orbit and that life 


line would be broken, perhaps irreparably. 
« 


FOR ALL THESE REASONS both the US. government and 


American business executives in Indonesia have been leaning over 
backward to maintain neutrality v.hile Indonesia has struggled to 
establish its new independence from the Dutch. 


There is no denying that the US. go\ernment has not been too 


happy over some policies of Indonesian President Sukarno. He is 
admittedly the George Washington of his country. He has visited 
both the United States and Russia. But he leans a little too much 
toward the left. 


Sukarno has considerable opposition to this collaboration with 


Communists m his o\\n countiy. That is what the present revolt 
is a!l about 
It is led by Indonesian army officers who are trying 


to hold Sumatra until such time as Sukarno reforms his government 
along more democratic lines. 


j 
Unless the icbel forces can get arms, they are probably fighting 


j an uphill war. Indonesian Communists have charged that former 


US Ambassador John Allison tried to get arms for the Sumatra 
rebels. But even Indonesian government officials have gone out 
of their way to refute this, 


IT WOLXD, OF COURSE, BE SELLY for the United States to 


arm the rebels against a government it recognized. For if such 
aid were given and if the rebel cause failed, American property 
in Indonesia would be subject to confiscation. 


This is approximately v,hat has happened to perhaps a billion 


dollars" worth of Dutch property in Indonesia. It has now been 
taken into "protective custody" by Indonesia. 


Still to be resolved is the question whether the Dutch will keep 


West New Guinea, or be forced to turn it over to Indonesia. The 
United States Sas tried to maintain a neutral position on this

dition to those which would be 
built anyway. It may cost the gov- 
ernment 51,850,000,000. Congress 
voted that much for it. 


Just to show how homebuilding 


has slumped: 


In 1955 about 1,300,000 new 


homes were started. This dropped 
in 1957 to 969,000. New starts in 
February were the lowest for any 
February in nine years. At the 
February rate only 890.000 homes 
would be started in 195S. 


The bill, if it becomes law. will 


affect mainly the operations of 
three government agencies deal- 
ing in housing: the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration, the Veterans 
Administration and the Federal 
National Mortgage Assn. 


Through FHA and VA the gov- 


ernment has been insuring or guar- 
anteeing mortgages on homes so 
that money lenders, like banks, 
will be encouraged to keep on 
lending. 
| FNMA helps out in another way.

the bill would enable them to do.

Inspiring Talk 
Heard at Holy 
Week Service 


Dr. Carl C. Rasmussen, pro- 


fessor of systematic theology at 
Gettysburg Lutheran Seminary, 
delivered the first of four special 
messages in Bethlehem Coven- 
ant church today for the noon- 
day Holy Week services arrang- 
ed for the community by War- 
ren County Ministerial Associa- 
tion. 


Using the topic "The Miracle 


Behind All Miracles", Dr. Ras- 
mussen pointed out that today,' 
unlike the olden days, people 
take the attitude that "miracles 
just don't happen and' never 
did." 
Many young people, he 


said, enter theological seminar- 
ies asking "what can we believe 
about the miracles recorded in 
the Bible? Can an intelligent 
person believe in miracles?" 


Dr. Rasmussen 
emphasized: 


"The central miracle behind all 
miracles of the Christian faith 
lies in this statement: "The word 
became flesh and dwelt among 
us, full of grace and truth; we 
have beheld His glory, glory 
as the only Son of the Father', 
John 1:14. 


"This is the central motif of 


all Christian faith and it was 
on this early faith the early 
church was founded. When 'the 
word became flesh', we have God 
taking the ultimate step that 
Deity could take." 


Returning to the present, the 


speaker reminded "it is import- 
ant in this Holy. Season to re- 
member that as the Word, the 
True God was Divine. He was 
also Very Man. The church ^is 
unwilling to say that Christ 'is 
50% God and 50% man, but, 
rather, that He is 100% God 
and 100% human. The human 
and the divine were united in- 
escapably and indivisibly. Christ 
never laid aside His humanity 
when He claimed His Divinity." 


In conclusion, Dr. 
Rasmus- 


sen stated: "Although there are 
many people who cannot accept 
this Truth, to say less is not 
enough for the needs of man- 
kind in this or any generation".
